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GARBAGE BILL 
MEETS DEtEAI 
IN THE HOUSE 


Measure Held by Sanitary Committee 


Killed by a Vote of 13 to 7, Be- 
cause of‘ Minor Objections. 


The defeat of the garbage reduction bi)! 
by the House of Delegates, without time 
remaining for the preparation and passage 
of a new measure before Nov. 14, when the 
present contract with the St. Louls San- 
itary Co. expires, leaves the city confront- 
ed by the necessity of making an emer- 
gency contract with the sanitary company 
or of disposing of the garbage without the 
aid of a contracting concern 

Mayor Wells and President Phillips of 
the Board of Public Improvements stated 
in Monday's Post-Dispatch that they would 
meet the emergency, if it arose, without 
permitting the city to be “held up.” They 
will be urged by business men's organiza- 
tions to make temporary arrangements 
with the federal government for the dump- 
ing of the garbage in the river. 

The defeat of the bill ts openly ascribed 
to the predominance in the House of Dele- 
gates of the influence of Edward Rutler, 
chief stockholder in the sanitary company 
and political sponsor for a majority of the 


deiegates. 
The action of the House in killing the 
bill because of minor objections, after It 


had been held by the sanitary comm ttee 70 
days, has convinced the former advocates 
of the bill that no hope remains in iegisila- 
tion, and that executive action will be 
necessary to save the city from being 
“squeezed” in the manner of past emer- 
gency cnotracts. 

A committee from the Tenth Ward Im- 
provement Association, consisting of Judge 
T. F. W. Zmmermann. H. C. Koenig, 
Christian Brinkop, John T. Nolde and John 
Hahn, will call on the mayor and Mr. Phil- 
lips this weck to urge such actiun. 

The béll, providing for a 15-year contract 
for the reduction of garbage five miies out- 
side the cily, was killed in the House of 
Delegates Tuesday night by a vote of 13 
to 7, follow'ng a spirited debate after the 
recommendation of the sanitary committee 
that the bill should not pase. 

There were few visitors present at Tues- 
day night's eession. At the conclusion of 
the reading of the report, William A. Block 
of the Eighteenth ward demanded the rea- 
son fcr the committee’s recommendation. 
Acting Speaker McCarthy stated a general 
objection that the bill was too indefini e 
that the committee could not as ean 
what the. cost would be accorciny to t.e 
bill, and that the powers conferred upon 
the street commissioner were too great, 
viving him the power to make or break 
*he contract and to place Jumping points a:

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A DARK WALBRIDGE RECORD.

It would 
be well for the City Hall gang to push their jobs through to a 
finish before April 1. After that time there will be a set of 
men in charge of affairs who will not be friendly to such 
schemes.” 

The Globe-Democrat called it a “swindle” and subsequently 


| demanded its investigation by a Council committee, appointed 


to investigate charges of corruption.

THE QUESTION FOR THE HOME 


What the Housewife Must Decide for Herself Under a System Which Inm- 


poses Double Taxes to Protect Monopoly in High Prices. 

Out of 318 active “industrial’ trusts now recorded on the incorporation books of 
different states, all but 8) have been organized since July 28, 1897, the date when the 
Dingley tariff bill now in operation became a law. 

The question to be decided by parents in a family of, say five children, ts of 
whether the conditions created by the heavy taxation of the law of 1897, the heaviest 
in American history, make comfort possiole for the family and create a hopeful! 
future for the children. 

If the cash income of such a family every week !s more than double the aver 
age, or say $21 a week we have a fraction less than 43 cents a day each for all 
the living expenses, educational! expenses and all other expenses of such a family. 

If the mother does the marketing for the table and the shopping for the family. 
the question for her is of what is left for the table after the rent an@ other ex- 
penses are paid, and of what is left for shopping, buying decent clothing for 
herself and five children out of the 43 cents a day for each, which must pay al] the 
expenses of the family. 

If she has an average of 48 cents a day for each member of the family she is 
fortunate beyond the great majority of people in the country, for the great major- 
ity under existing conditions have no such sum in cash income. That, however, is 
not her affair in a business sense. The business question for her is of how she is 
to feed such a family, provide it with clothing suitable for school, for church, for 
occasional social purposes. 

This is a problem of “high finance” as important and with as much finance in 
it as the construction of a tariff system of double taxation or the organization 
of 50 independent industries under it into a single trust. It must be solved in some 
way, and it Is being solved in some way, In the right way or the wrong, every day 
If the way is the best way, if it promises all for every home we have a right to 
expect from industry. patience and unremitting effort such as are required to provide 
a family of seven with an income of $4amonth ir the year 1%4, then the system 
under which taxation is made double to protect monopoly against competition is the 
system we need and that the country needs 

We are told by the secretary of the treasury, publishing statistics to show the 
benefits of this system of taxing ourselves into prosperity, that since 1897 there 
has been an average net increase of one and one-tenth cents on the dollar of wages. 
That is, according to this report, an increase of fifteen and a half cents on every 
dollar of the cost of living is admitted, but {ft is said that there has been an in- 
crease of fifteen and six-tenths cents on every dollar of wages to offset it, so that 
for every ten dollars of wages in 1897 there is now an increase of eleven cents net. 

The first question here is of “whose wages?’ If it is of the wages of mill and 
factory workers and other operatives, the question is of how many days in the year 
they have been “laid oft’’ drawing no wages at all under the system. Its intention 
is to economize by shutting, down factories every time there is a prospect of making 
goods enough to cheapen prices to the housewife when she goes shopping for the 
family with what she has left after paying all other living expenses out of her 4@ 
cents a day for each member of her family. 

If her husband. draws as much as $84 a month, in wages or salary, the house- 
wife who looks after five children and herself, after her husband's comfort has 
been provided for, does not need to go to the secretary of the treasury or to the 
campaign speaker on the stake wagon at the corner, for her education in what this 
means. If she wishes to buy a pair of blankets for each bed at the approach of 
winter, she knows how much she has left for that expense after clothing has been 
provided and the family fed. 

Like everything else imaginable on which she can lays eyes or fingers when she 
goes shopping for the family, the blanket is taxed and double-taxed. Even if it 
is the cheapest blanket she can select, it is taxed first 30 cents on every dollar of 
{ts value. Then, for fear that the price of blankets “at a bargain’ might become 
cheap, a second tax of 22 cents a pound on every pound of the weight of the blanket 
is piled on the tax of 30 cents on the dollar of value. This same system of double 
taxes runs through the whole of the Dingiey bill and it is applied generally on 
articles of common and necessary use in the household. 

Its object, of course, is to allow those who dictated this system of taxation to 
“nrotect’’ themselves from competition, to combine and set their prices, as they 
have done, as close as possible to the limit which the tax makes when it is laid on 
iri both ways, and thus added to fhe price for which the goods might otherwise

Can higher educational advan- 
tages be provided for the girls and boys whom al) parents are strenuously urged 
to bring into the world in increasing numbers for the purpose of a “strenuous 
hfe’ under this system? Will the boys receive a college education and graduate in 
the professions? Will the girls be edifeated for the purposes of the home? Or wil) 
both girls and boys be forced when they are yet unripe for the world, out into the 
struggie in which every year a vast and i®creasing number of young giris are forced 
to work at the cheapest wages, and to compete with their own fathers and brogh- 
ers? 

These are questions no family which depends on its own patient and continuous §- 
dustry for support needs to go away from home to decide. It if not necessary that 
the father or the mother of such a family should apply ta the President of the United

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| The newest machine for gold mining ts 


Are the Latest “Yellow Peril,” 


practically a gigantic dredging machine, 
says Harold Bolce in the October Book- 
Lovers’ Magazine. A great steel ladder ex- 
tends in front of the vessels, like an in- 


verted bowsprit. Up and down the ladder 
murch an endless procession of bucket- 
shaped plows with mouths of forged man- 
ganese steel. The chains that carries them 
will support a weight of 5300 tons. These 
keen-edged scoops will cut through solid 
rock. A marine engine drives them with | 
irresistible furce. They delve into the banks | 
ahead of the ship, literally eating up the 
lund. Gorged with rock and sand, the 
buckets mount the ladder again, and along 
a huge gantry are carried back to a 
rotating cy indrical screen, into which they 
discharge their contents at the rate of 
13 buckets a minute. Each one of these 
steel carriers contains five cubic feet of 
earth, so that an amount of material 
equal to the contents of three city gump 
carts is poured every minute of the day 
and night into the whirling cylinder. 

Five thousand gallons of water a min- 
ute are simultanenously forced into the 
revolving mass. The screens make twenty 
revolutions every minute. All the prin- 
ciples of mining employed in pans, cradles, 
long toms, siuices, grizzlies, and amalgam 
plates are combined tn the winnowing 
process. Tables fitted with eccentric cams, 
to hold down coverings of cocoanut mat 
ting, and expanded metal, catch the gold 
particles. Riffles containing mercury, and 
amalgam plates, are also used; but the 
cocoanut meshes are depended upon to 
catch most of the gold. These mats are 
frequently put through a pross of wash- 
ing in a tank, and the sediment which col- 
lects 'n the bottom 4s run through a cen- 
trifugal amalgamating machine. The amil- 
gam is then heated, the quicksilver ex- 
pelled, and the fine gold remains. Ail this

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KING OF SERVIA 


Becomes Successor to the Murdered 
King Alexander and Queen Draga 
on Insecure Throne. 


TOO POOR TO BUY CROWN 


Secretary “Finds” Old Document Au- 
thorizing Official Iron Crown 
and That Is Worn. 


BELGRADE. Servia, Sept. 21.—Peter 
Karageorgevitch was crowned King of 
Servia today. There were no hostile dem- 
onstrations and no attempt to carry out 
the numerous threats against the new 
King’s life. In the solemn ritual of the 
Greek Church and in the elaborate state 
procession, which preceded and followed 
the coronmtion, the tragedy of Servia's 
previous ruler found no echo. Amid the 
thunder of the saluting guns from the 
royal palace and the garrison, King Alex- 
ander’s murder was at least outwardly for- 
gotten. 

Here and tn every garrison town tn Ser- 

via the dawn of day was marked by a sa- 
lute of 21 guns, and, before the sun was 
well up, King Peter, on horseback, rode 
out from the palace. 
The brilliant procession then started for 
the Cathedral, through the troop-lined 
streets. Behind the soldiers were packed 
dense crowds, who, [{n spite of the rainy 
weather, stood patiently waiting to see the 
King. The royal heralds, cavalry and life 
guards (the heralds bearing the royal 
standards) and carriages with the Mon- 
tenegrin and Servian princesses, preceded 
the monarch. Beside King Peter rode his 
two sons, George and Alexander. 


Long Ceremony 
in Cathedral. 


The cathedral was reached shortly after 
8 o'clock. There the representatives of 


foreign powers, the cabinet ministers an! 
others had already beétn waiting some 
time. As Peter entered the metropolitan 
consecrated him and more artillery salutes 
were fired. 
The King then took up his position un- 
der a canopy and the - war pe assisted 
+y many bishops and other olergymen. 
commenced the solemn service, the choir 
singing “Thank Thee, Our Lord.” After 
the prover the premier and other ministers 
ed the crown and regalia to King 
Peter. He kissed the crown, placed it on 
his head and robed himself in the roya] 
garments. — Se salute of 101 guns 
en announec o the people of Belgrade 
that King Peter had been crowned. 
It was nearly three hours before the 
service was concluded and the ritual of the 
church complied with. King Peter after- 
wards signed he coronation document, 
which was witnessed by the metropolitan, 
the premier, the cabinet ministers and the 
other heads of state. 
Wearing the crown on his head and fully 
left the cathedral, re- 
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robed, the King 
mounted his horse and rode through the 
crowded streets to the lace. There, in 
the grand festa] hall, King Peter recelved 
the congratulations of the diplomatic 
corps and others, ascended the royal 
throne and once more took thé scepter in 
his hands. The ceremony of rendering 
homage was then performed

King Helpless 
in Court Intrigues. 


Observed from behind the scenes the coro- 
nation would be funny if the humor of the 
situatfon were not so grim as to be almost 
terrifying. But the picture of a terror- 
stricken monarch on a blood-stained throne, 
helpless in the hands of murderers whose 
crimé was s0 beastly that not all of the 
details could be printed, cannot be looked 
on as @ joke. 

The coronation was fixed after a #ucces- 
sion of postponements which hardly en- 
courage King Peter to regard the coming 
event with cheerful optimism. 80 long as 
Servia has possessed her own independent 


custom for the reigning monarch to be 
ceremoniously crowned in his own capital 
before he has ruled the state for one year, 
and King Peter is the first exception to 
this rule. It was his own desire that he 
should be crowned as soon as possible after 
the ghastly murder of King Alexander and 

ueen Drage enabled him to ascend the 
ervian throne, but the troubled state of 
his country during the first six months 
of his reign made this impossible 


Coronation Date 
Often Postponed. 


The coronation was fixed for Nov., 190, 
and had to be postponed because it was dis- 
covered that King Peter’s enemies in Ser- 
via proposed to take advantage of the 
leave of absence gtanted to _ troops 
throughout the country on coronation da 
to dethrone him by a bloody revolution 
simmilar to the one which plac him on the 
throne, The coronation was then fixed for 
a later date, and was again postponed be- 
cause serious differences arose between the 
King and the officers who took a jeadin 
pers in the assassination of Alex er — 
raga regarding the degree of prominence 
which they should enjoy at the coronation
